The sun #pot is somewhere between 
one-thirtieth and one-twentieth of the 
total diameter of the sun. This would 
make its actual width 50,000 miles. 
The spot Nas grown s nee li 
Was discovered in Rome, and may ex- 
pand untill it equals the enormous spots 
discovered last March and last July, 
one of which was fully 100,000 miles 
across, 

The formation of a sun spot is held 
to be waused by vapors rising high into 
the atmosphere and, after being cooled, 
fall back into the body of the vapors. 
This cooling of vapors causes a con- 
densation, and as a consequence th: 
vapor In the immediate vicinity of this 
disturbance assumes a darker color. In 
reality a sun spot is brighter than a 
ealcium light. But it is black in con- 
trast to the terrific brightness the 
rest of the sun.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 2.—Attorney 
John Marron, who made a record in 
prosecuting the  Alleghens “graft 
cases, said today: 

“I represent a client who negotiated 
a loan at the Enterprise National Bank, 
putting up as collateral 245 shares of 
Crucible Stee] stock. He sent over the 
other.day to pay his loan and found the 
collateral note, but no securities. We 
find that the stock certificates had been 
stripped from the loan, evidently by 
Clark, and used in negotiating a loan in 
a National Bank in Pittsburg. 

“When an effort was made to secure 
the stock from this bank we discovered 
that it had been transferred to the 
name of one of its directors. My client 
Wants his stock. Now to get it is a 
problem, but, we shall probably bring 
an action in conspiracy.” 

The transfer of the stock from the En- 
terprise National. Bank to another bank 
in Pittsburg was made on the day of 
Clark’s suicide, or the day previous. If 
the transfer was made on the day Clark 
killed himself it indicates that Clark 
had a confederate in the bank. Mr. Mar- 
ron said wf the Enterprise National 
Bank's condition: 

‘At the time its doors were closed 
the Ente rprise had total resources in de- 
posits, capital surplus -and undivided 
profits of about $2,250,000. The actual 
amount of cash found in the bank was 
$40,000. All the balante was ‘loaned 
out, Investigation will further show 
that nearly every bit of negotiable col- 
fateral placed with the bank on loans 
had been rehypothecated with other tin- 
stitutions. What became of the money? 
There is not a single bit of evidence to 
show that Clark profited from it him 
self His total personal investments 
would not reach nearly the sum. What 
became of it? 

“As nearly as we can ascertain, Clark 
was acting as the agent for others.” 


25 INJURED Ih 
DEMOLISHED CAR 


Runaway Trolley on Bridge 
Crashes Into Load of 
Passengers. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—A runaway 
street car on the new Williamsburg sus- 
pension bridge across the East River to- 
day caused the injury of 25 persons, twe 
of them probably being fatally hurt. 

For a thousand feet down the incline 
on the Manhattan approach of the 
bridge, a Christopher street car ran 
with its brakes out of order until it hit 
and demolished a standing Fourteenth 
street car, in which were 75 passengers. 
In this later car most of the injuries 
occurred. It was 10 minutes before the 
broken roof, sides, and floor of this car 
could be taken off from the last passen- 
ger who was buried under the wreck- 


age. 

John Holden, motorman of the Chris- 
topher street car, who remained on the 
front of his runaway car trying to stop 
it up to the last 10 yards of the down- 
hill rush, was caught between the two 
cars, receiving a fracture of the skull 
and internal injuries, from which he is 


expected to dle. 

George Bryld, an employe of the West- 
ern Electric Co., also suffered a frac- 
tured skull, and was taken to the hos- 
pital, not expected to live. 

The Fourteenth street car, blockaded 
by a truck, was standing near the end 
of the bridge above Attorney street. Its 
passengers saw the other car bearing 
down on them with its frantic motor- 
man making signs that he could not 
stop. The men on the rear platform on 
the standing car jumped o in safety. 
The threescore passengers inside the car 
cougat wildly with each other to es- 
ca blocking the doorways. 
nie platform was split into two doz- 
en pieces a few séconds later. 

The sides of the Fourteenth street car 
collapsed inward, while the roof came 
down on tye heads af imprisoned pae- 
sengers. Men broke out the windows 
and crawling out of these openings drew 
the women after them. 

The Delancy Street Police Station 
was converted into a temporary hos- 
pital, 14 injured persons being cared for 
there by surgeons who were summoned 
with all possible spec cl.

The funeral of W. J, Matthews, a 
' brakeman of 1315 Old Manchester road, 
who was . killed tn a wreck Tuesday 
evening on the Frisco at St. Clair, Mo., 
took place Thursday at Sandoval, IIL, 
his home. 

The funeral of W. H. Patterson of 
Cheyenne, Wyo., the fireman on the 
same train, who was killed while mak- 
ing his first trip out of St. Louis, took 
place W meneaney afternoon under the 
supervision of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Fremen, as he bad no relatives 
here. He lived at ar same address as 
Matthews. 

The wreck was due to the fact that 
an engineer forgot his orders to side 
track at St. Clair for regular No. 4, 
eastbound. F. L. Meyers was engin- 
eer on an extra westbourd. Speed was 
checked before the engines came to- 
gether, and none of the cars was de- 
railed, but the engines were demolished. 
The bodies of the victims were buried in 
the debris, and were terribly mangled. 
Meyers escaped by jumping. 

E. J. Matthews, a brother of the dead 
brakemen, took charge of the body, and 
sent it to Sandoval Wednesday night.

Now it is proposed to have 
tne President and Mrs. Roosevelt re 
ceive alone, as do the rulers of every 
other country. The .Cabinet hostesses 
can add much more ecm! to the occa- 
sion dispersing themselves among the 
guests than by standing in a solid pha- 
lanx. and, so rumor says, they will 
adopt this course in future.
